One of the moat important of these 


enterprises I*'the British Antarctic 
expedition, headed by Commander 
John Laehlan Cope, F. R. C. S.. for- 
merly of the British wivy. It I* fi- 
nanced f<* 1790,000, includes ftve 
•hip*. 123 men, *e»eral airplanes and 
extensive wlreles* apparatus. 
The 


undertaking Is to requite «ve ye«ra 
and Its objects are the circumftavt- 
fatlon of the Antarctic «*. a dash 
to the *ottth pole, the locating of oew 
whaling grounds and the discovery 
af supposedly rich gold. *»ver, coal 
and ruby fields. 


Capt. Hoald Amundsen, wh* discov- 


ered the south pole IB IttL left Nome, 
Alaska, last Augnrt In an attempt to 
reach the north pole. Hi* ship, the 
Maad, had already spent nineteen 
months in the Arctic, north ot Asl* 
and Europe, and had ncteMtnUy wade 
the northeast pasttfe. He expected 
the Maud to he lacked In the ice pack 
and to drift toward the pole when 
the Arctic winter ended.
